The date of death of Walter Paterson is Wednesday, September 2, 1942 at the age of 31. The last 
episode in which he spoke was the 2/2/42 episode of Secret Passage to Death. 
The last reference to Reggie was made on 5/7/43 in the last episode of Blood on 
the Cat. Jerry Booker often took Reggie’s place after that until the end of 1943. 


Other continuing characters were Michael played by Forrest Lewis in 3 stories in 1944; Terry 
Burke played by Forrest Lewis in at least 4 of the last seven stories of the original 
run. Also appearing were Mercedes McCambridge, Jay Novello and Richard 
LeGrande.
